_ Subscribed and sworn to before me this 


WALTER M. GIBSON’S LIFE. 


A STORY FULL OF ROMANCE AND An- 
VENTURE. 


Wandering Among the Indians and Search- 
ing for Silver Mines—Captured by the 
Duteh and Thrown Into a Prison in 
Java—His Acquaintance with Nathaniel 
Hawthorne—False Tales About Gibson's 
Intercourse with the Mormons—Experi- 
ences Among the Hawalians. 


From the days of Ishmael a love of ad- 
venture has characterized a fair percentage 
of the human race, while every age has pro- 
duced one or more individuals who have 
achieved no little distinction as bold and suc- 
cessful adventurers. The death of Walter 
Murray Gibson, the recent Premier of the 
Sandwich Islands, recalls a story the romance 
of which equals if it does not surpass in in- 
terest some of the wildest tales of fiction. 
Since his death last Sunday in San Francisco 
various stories of him have been published, 
none of which have been at all cor- 
rect. The following account has been 
obtained from relatives of his now liv- 
ing in Chicago. The photograph from 
which the accompanying picture was ‘taken 
was sent by Mr. Gibson last December from 
San Francis o to his cousin, Mr. William 
Barrow of this city. In a letter he says: 1 
inclose a photo of myself taken in February 
of this year. It is considered by friendsa 
tolerably correct likeness.”’ 

Walter Murray Gibson was not an Ameri- 
can, but a native of England, and was born 
near Manchester in 1823. In 1880 his father 
emigrated with his family to the United 
States and settied in New York City, where 
he engaged in the confectionery business. 
There young Walter received a limited edu- 
cation under the direction of an old teacher 
who had once been a missionary among the 
Indians and who regaled his pupils with 
stories of travel and adventurous life much 
more than he required from them accurate

It was shortly after the close of the 
Mexican War in 1549, and with his thoughts 
still intent on silver mines, he traveled 
through Mexico, Central America, and South 
America. As will be seen from the descrip- 
tion below given of him by Hawthorne he 
was a man 142 — manners and fine ad- 
dress, and he made many acquaintances 
among the leading men of the countries 
through which he sed. There was one of 
these, a diplomat from a Central American 
State, who offered him@a high position and 
Ir of great moneyed gain if he would 

t out and equip a small, swift, and stout- 
built vessel for the service of his Govern- 
ment, to be the beginning of a small fleet for 
the new republic. 

In Baltimore Gibson found the vessel that 
was needed—a man-of-war-built schooner of 
about 100 tons burden, ninety-six feet 
in length and twenty-four feet wide. 
He had her re fitted up, and 
equipped, when e whole scheme fell 
through, the contracting 
overturned, and Gibson found himself in 
2 of a vessel but with no one to sell 

er to. He named the schooner the Flirt. 
and concluded that now was his chance to 
visit foreign lands, to see the Orient and 
isiands of the South Sea. 

In May, 1851, the voyage of the Flirt 
commenced, first heading towards Brazil. 
She had no armament, not a cannon, nor 
a keg of powder, nor any small arms, though 
in some of the accounts given it has been 
stated she was fully armed. Gibson’s — 
concerning the voyage were not well de- 
fined nor where he should ultimately go to. 
All he seemed to know was that he had the 
vessel and a crew, and he intended to make 
the most of them. That he should have a mu- 
tiny on board goes without saying. There was 
a tolerably well-gotten- up mutiny which he 
of course finally quelled, but it caused him 
to divert his course and run for Porto-Praya, 
in the Cape de Verd Islands. There he dis- 
charged some of his men and took on others, 
and then sailed for Bahia. Adventures too 
numerous to be recited here beset him and 
the vessel as it sailed from port to port alon 
the Brazilian coast. He had no cargo, an 
there seemed nothing for him to do in Brazil. 
Returning home seemed a fruitiess sacrifice. 
Then thoughts of the Eastern Islands arose 
once more in his mind, and then, while beat- 
ing down toward Rio de Janeiro, he suddenly 
headed the vessel for the Cape of Good 42 
After touching at several islands in the In- 
dian Ocean the Christmas of 1851 found him 
cruising in the Java Sea, and some days later 
in the roadstead of into, one of the 
ports of Sumatra. At this time the 
thought that seemed to possess his mind 
was to find an island not under Euro 
domination where he could land, make a set- 
tlement, and, after ingratiating himself with 
the natives, make himself ruler over them. 
But Java and Sumatra were under the rule 
of Holland, and the Dutch authorities were 
very jealous of outsiders in any shape. It 
was, too, the day of American flibustering, 
and an American vessel without a cargo, and 
apparently seeking none, was looked upon 
with great suspicion. @ Javanese, too, 
were on the point of revolt, and so it hap- 
pened that very shortly after Mr. Gibson ar- 
rived off the Java coast his vessel was seized 
by the Dutch authorities and he himself 
thrown into prison at Weltevredin, on the 
Isiand of Java. His vessel was confiscated, 
and he was tried for conspiracy against the 
Government, but this charge was not proven 
against him. Nevertheless, he was still heid 
in prison, and remained there for nearly two

. VICTIMS OF THE EXPLOSION. 


Forty-four Bodies Taken from the Welling- 
ton Mine in British Columbia. 

Wetiineron, B. C., Jan. 25.—An exploring 
party worked all Tuesday night at the 
scene of the mine explosion. At 2 this after- 
noon the work of bringing the bodies to the 
surface was begun. The bodies were unrec- 
ognizable, and the only means of knowing 
the . ey HS names were the stalls and 
points t which they were found. 
Every person in the east slope where the ex- 
plosion occurred was killed. In the west 
slope the explosion did not penetrate further 
than to make a severe concussion, which af- 
fected some severely, but after the air cur- 
rent was restored their lives were saved. 
This is attested by the recovery of a large 
number who were prostrated by after-damp, 
but who subsequently recovered conscious- 
ness and came to the foot of the shaft. The 
inquest will be held tomorrow afternoon, and 
will probably adjourn for a fortnight until all 
the evidence necessary be forthcoming. 

At 10:30 tonight the bodies of twenty-two 
white men and twenty-two Chinese had been 
taken out of the pit, while three more bodies 
had been found and taken to the bottom ot 


the shaft. There vet remain thirteen whites 


and nineteen Chinese in the mine. The total 
number of white men who pases in the 
east level is thirty-one and of Chinese forty- 
one. Follewing are the names of eighteen of 
the white men taken out:

AN INTERVIEW WITH THE OKLAHOMA 
‘* BOOMER,” 


The Well-Known Leader of the Would-Be 
Settlers in Indian Territory Is Confi- 
dent that Congress Will Open the

100,000 Colonists Await Legislation 
Favorable to Their Plans. 

Wicuira, Kas., Jan. 26. —[Special. ]—Capt. 
W. L. Couch, President of the Payne Okla- 
homa Colony, stopped over in Wichita upon 
his return from Oklahoma, where, in com- 
pany with a few friends, he has spent several 
weeks. He announced that he had gone 
there on a hunt and for his health. He did 
thisin order to direct attention from the 
true design of his trip—an investigation of 
the country, its resources and people. He 
stated that while there is now an Oklahoma 
organization the “boomers” had long ago 
given up the idea of trying to gain possession 
of the country by force. “Two years ago, 
he said, we acted on the theory that the 
country was public lands and open to settle- 
ment; but as soon as it was clearly demon- 
strated that legislation was necessary before 
the settlement we gracefully submit- 
ted and commenced working in that direc- 
tion. The colony is growing in strength. 
The force that our organization has you can 
readily conceive when I tell you that it num- 
bers thousands of branches all over the 
States of Kansas, Texas, Missouri, Iowa, 
Uunois, and Arkanas. Kansas, of course, 
has the greatest number of local branches 
and displays the greatest activity, but still 
any one unfamiliar with the situation would 
be surprised to know the interest that is 


shown throughout the Eastern States. The

Cincinnati Wants a Lard Law. 
CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 26.—[Special.}—The pork- 
packers of Cincinnati are greatly interested in 
the proposed legislation to prevent the sale of 
mixed lard unless properly labeled. In the pork 
corner on Change today the matter was gener- 
ally discussed. It is claimed that the mixed 
lard is not made here, but that three or four 
dealers are selling the article manufactured in 
Chicago and St. Louis. A well-known packer 
said today: There is no mixed lard made here. 
Afew dealers sell the bogus stuff at reduced 
rices. but none of them make a practice of it. 
e quotations of lard are lower here than in 
Chicago, and the pork-packers in this city can 
sell the pure lard for as good prices as the adul- 
terated article. Still, we want the Government 
to take action. We haven't been able to find

ers to Cause a Fright. 


Topeka, Kas., Jan. 26.—{Special.]—The 
movement looking to the colonization of col- 
ored people in South Ameirca is attracting 
attention all over the country, particularly 
in Mississippi, Alabama, Louisiana, South 
Carolina, Georgia, and Tennessee, from 
which most of the colonists will be drawn. 
The movement has been in progress for 
three years, but has been conducted secretly, 
and the facts have only been given to the 
public within the last few days. A charter 
has been obtained from the Secretary 
of State of Kansas under the corpo- 
rate title of the “South & Central 
American Emigration League of the 
United States of America.“ Those identified 
with the league are prominent and wealthy 
colored men of Kansas arid a number of lead- 
ing colored’ people of the Southern States, 
whose names have not yet been made public 
on account of the embarrassment and intimi- 
dation to which they would be subjected in 
the South. Among the Topeka representa- 
tives in the scheme are John M. Brown of 
the State Auditor’s office and formerly a 
Sheriff in Mississippi, from Whi¢h State he 
was driven for political reasons; S. W. Winn 
of the banking house of John D. Knox & Co.; 
the Rev. B. F. Watson, pastor of one of 
the colored churches in this city; William 
Harris, William Anderson, S. G. Watkins, J. 
F. Berry, Philip Pickett, William Freeman, 
and others well known here. The capital 
stock of the association is placed at $2,000,- 
000, of which $80,000 has already been put up 
or pledged .to the cause. Mr. Freeman is 
worth $70,000 and the others named are well 
todo. All say they will expend every dollar 
of their means for the cause. The directors 
of the company met here tonight and elected 
the following officers: President, John M. 
Brown; Secretary, 8. W. Winn; Treasurer, 
James P. Berry. 

There are 80,000 colored ple in Kansas, 
about 7,000 of whom livein Topeka. They are 
all enthusiastic in the movement, and while it 
is not intended directly to enforce the colored 
population North, a great many colored men 
announce a determination to join the hegira. 
Letters are being received by every mail 
from all part of the South, making inquiry in 
regard to the proposed exodus, and from 
various localities in the North, showing that 
these people have laid their plans well and 
propose to carry out their purpose of bring- 
ing the colored man out of the South and

on. 

The general object is to settle portions of 
the Argentine Republic and other States in 
Central and South America where land con- 
cessions and political privileges have been 
made and aranteed to colonies. The 
concessions have been made and the privi- 
leges guaranteed over the official signatures 
by the authorities of the Argentine Confeder- 
ation, and the first colony sent out will be 
dispatched to that country. Assurances 
have been given that the cost of the trans- 
portation of the emigrants will be advanced 
by the Argentine Government. Other coun- 
tmes have n sought to make like conces- 
siens, and Costa Rica, Guatemala, and the 
Government of French Guiana are favorabie 
to the advent of such colonization and have 
so signified. These arethe authentic re- 
reports trom agents whom the association 
had abroad. 

The first efforts will be directed against 
Mississippi, Louisiana, and South Carolina, 
representatives from these States being 
especially urgent in behalf of their fellow- 
citizens. President Brown said tonight that 
according to his information, if ships coul 
be obtained he could find 500,000 colored peo- 
ple in the Southern States ready and anxious 
tc embark fora new home. directors 
have arranged to send agents into the South 
to work up the movement, advising that the 
emigration be co at an early day. It 
is thought will be perfected to 
dispatch thé first colony of 1,000 to the Ar- 
gentine States by Sept. 1. 

The fact was developed at tonight's meet- 
ing that agents who have visited Brazil and 
the Argentine Confederation made full in- 
vestigation as to climate, lands, laws, and 
privileges, and the most favorable reports 
are made. The leaders aré anxious to make 
the movement directly affect the cotton, 
sugar, rice, and tobacco fields of the South 
and throw that country open to white labor, 
which they believe is the only way to settle 
the existing difficulties in that region. One 
of the ablest of the originators says: 

„Our people are deprived of all political 
rights in the Southern States, and will never 
be able to regain them. Where we intended 
colonizing there is no distinction on account 
of color, and the colored problem can be 
worked out there better than here, where the 
prejudice begot of our race’s enforced servi- 
tude seems impossible to be overcome. We 
are in earnest in the project and we who 
have means propose dévoting our all to its 
successful issue. Weare not going to make 
a break all at once or create a big-sized 
exodus, but we eee the inauguration of 
an emigration of the negro race from the 
Southern States just the same as the emigra- 
tion of the Irish has flowed from Ireland, 
continuous and increasing. Preliminary 
work has also been done in Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, and Costa Rica. There will be two 
colonies or outfitting ints established in 
Honduras and Costa Rica, but the main ef- 
forts of the organization will be directed to 
moving the colored people to South America. 
Settlements will be established in the Guiana 
highlands 88 north of the equator and 
in the Brazilian highlands on the southern 
tributaries of the azon, to which will be 
directed those people coming from Florida 
and Southern Alabama, Mississippi and Lou- 
isiana. Further south immigration depots 
will be established in the Argentine Confed- 
eration tor people from Kentucky, Tennes-

Where does — get his evidence of “ great 
rejoicing”’ among the British over the pros- 
pect of a reduction of the tariff in the United 
States? Certamly not in the leading papers 
of England. Hardly any of them took inter- 
est enough in Cleveland’s message to publish 
more than a bare synopsis of it, and in their 
editorial comments they appeared interested 
chiefly in the unusual circumstance of a na- 
tion presenting a great excess of revenue, 
and in the fact that the President dared an- 
nounce a policy certain to be opposed by a 
large portion of his own party—meaning the 
Sam Randall wing. The London press nad 
little to say about the effect of American 
tariff reduction on English interests, and 
their reticence in this respect was significant. 
In fact it was not a subject which they cared 
to discuss, and Senator Frye will labor in 
vain to produce any evidence of unbounded 
joy in England”’ over the President's mes- 
sage. All that the English papers said worth 
cabling was republished by the American 
press. : 

The plain truth is that sagacious, thinking 
Englishmen would look with dread on any 
tariff changes and cheapening of raw material 
which would put American manufacturers 
on an even footing in the neutral markets of 
the world with English competitors. Twen- 
ty-five or thirty years ago the general belief 
in England was that, with their heavy capi- 
tal and great plants and peculiar skill, the 
British manufacturers could outstrip Ameri- 
cans in the neutral markets, and even subju- 
gate our home field if the American tariff 
wall was removed: At that time the balance 
of trade had been steadily against the United 
States fora long term Of years; specie had 
been drained away by hundreds of millions 
and workable capital was scarce and inter- 
est rates high in this country. All this has 
since been changed by the output by the 
Western farmers of vast surpluses of food- 
stuffs for exportation, and the United 
States now has all the plentiful capi- 
tal, greatly improved machinery, and de- 
veloped industrial ingenuity to compee with 
any nation in the world. The natural re- 
sources of the United States vastly excel 
those of Great Britain. We haye cheap and 
t cheap 
food supplies, and a wonderfully improved 
system of cheapened transportation, together 
with the most active productive labor in the 
world, and we produce the bulk of the cot- 
ton consumed by the human race. It is only 
the old fogies in England, who cling to 
the notions of a quarter of a century ago 
and have no conception of the present con- 
dition of the United States or the changed 
state of affairs here, who woulda court an in- 
dustrial war with the United States or ex- 


nibit “unbounded joy at the prospect of 


greatly lowered tariffs in this country. 

The tariff which keeps British manufact- 
urers out of the United States imprisons 
American manufacturers inside the wall. 
The latter can’t get into neutral markets 


‘with their artiticialiy high-priced goods. 


Using heavily-taxed raw material and 
working under the bounty system they 
cannot compete with foreign manufact- 
urers, who ha free raw material 
and free trade Wun foreign ports. A 


Ire vessel cannot, afford, to take. out a cargo of 


high-priced American goods becausé they 
would not sell at a foreign port in competi- 
tion with the cheap British, German, or 


French goods, and a cargo that might be 


purchased in exchange for ours could not 
sell in our market without paying a mgh 
tariff. We could not sell our goods because 
they are too dear. But every vessel sailing 
from an English port to neutral points is 
sure of a sale of its cheap goods and of a re- 
turn cargo, and the cost of transportation is 
accordingly reduced: Thus stripped of their 
natural advantages and artificialiy hedged in 
American manufacturers have been com- 
pelled almost to give up the markets of the 
world to British competition. American 


: manufacturers have virtudaliy abandoned 


competition in fureign markets except in 
certain industries where a monopoly of 
choice raw material or some other special 
advantage enables them to overcome the 
handicapping effect of the tariff. The little 
British Islands, with their comparatively in- 
significant and partially exhausted natural 
resources, actually ship annually a billion 
dollars’ worth of manufactured goods to for- 
eign ports, or ten times as much as the 
United States, notwithstanding the immense 
natural advantages of this country! 

O. V. Morgan, a member of the British Par- 
liament, who recently visited the United 
States, was asked on his return to England 
how the proposed tariff reform would affect 
trade in America, and replied: : 


In the case of the home trade it would lead to 
the reduction in price of many articles manu- 
factured in America on which most exorbitant 
* are obtained by the manufacturers. I 

ave already illustrated this in the case of the 
sewing-machine. As to the foreign trade, the 
nearer 98 to our fiscal system the cheaper 
will goods produced in America and the more 
able will they be to compete abroad. But 
while they continue to expand so fast as they 
have done every manufacturer will find plenty 
to do in his own country, and at lower prices 
there will be a larger demand for many articles."’

“I have no doubt that there would be a slignt 
increase in European-shipments to America for 
a short time, but they would soon’ come down to 
the present level.“

have no desire to secure a passing spurt of 
trade in this country while trustism is being 
destroyed with a certainty that as soon as 
the needed readjustment of affairs was made 
American manufacturers would sweep the 
field of international competition. Mr. Mor- 
gan is entirely mistaken in supposing that 
with the ports of the world open to them on 
even terms and the crippling burdens of the 
tariff removed’ American manufacturers 
would content themselves with the home 


market and allow the British to retain 


their present monopoly of foreign

Think 
ing Englishmen who are informed as to the 
present financial conditon and the natural 
resources of the United States would as soon 
provoke a contest with this country at the 
canpon’s mouth as an industrial war with 
the tariff walls all thrown down. Mr. Frye’s 
statements regarding the imaginary rejoic- 
ings of the British press are as foolish as 
they are false. 5 


MASON’S MAIDEN SPEECH. 

Congressman Mason of the Third District 
of Unnois has made his maiden speech in the 
House, and though jumped upon by the Phil- 
istines of the robber tariff trust monopolies 
he emerged from the encounter in good con- 
dition. There were as many hard blows 
given as taken, and altogether his constitu- 
ents will extend to him the same compliments 
that he received in W ashington for the hand- 
some manner in which he acquitted himself. 

Mr. Mason’s proposition was a fair and 
commendable one. It contemplated no action 
or legislation. Its purview extended only to 
investigation. His resolution only asked for 
a Congressional inquiry to ascertain how far 
the existing tariff laws were being used to 
promote the conspiracies of syndicates and 
trusts for controlling production and 
increasing the prices of the neces- 
sities of life. His resolution was right. It 
was in the line of his duty, and Congress was 
perfectly competent to appoint a committee 
to make the inquiry. When the Committee 
on Manufactories, to which tne resolution 
was originally referred, reported it back it 
was found to have been broadened in its 
scope so as to include the investigation of 
trusts, whether they were incorporated 
under State laws or not. Mr. Mason defend- 
ed his resolution as originally drawn, where- 
upon Randall, Brumm, Scott, and the other 
Pennsylvania representatives of the swin- 
dling trust monopolies pounced upon him. In 
spite of his vigorous defense and the codp- 
eration of some of his Western associates 
they succeeded in loading it down with amend- 
ments with the purpose of killing it by drag- 
ging in extraneous matter—the usual game 
of the monopoly representatives. Mr. Ran- 
dall sought to have the investigation ex- 
tended to the Standard Oil monopoly, for 
illustration, though this would have been 
foreign to the intention of the resolution and 
has been provided for in other directions. 
The Standard Oil Company has accumulated 
its great power and wealth by the rebate 
system, which has been an oppressive and 
unjust discrimination against other pro- 
ducers. It was one of the principal objects 
of Culiom’s Inter-State Commerco bill to 
prevent railroads from carrying the material 
of one company cheaper than another, thus 
enabling it to break down competi- 
tion and kill out smaller concerns. 
If the law has not prevented it, 
then it is the fault of the Inter- 
State Commissioners themselves, and be- 
cause they have more regard for the inter- 
ests of a huge monopoly than for those of the 
people. It has no connection with the Mason 
resolution, and Mr. Randall and his Pennsyl- 
vania associates had no business to tack such 
amendments to the simple proposition which 
did not involve the power of Congress or any 
existing laws of regulation, but was simply 
one of inquiry to ascertain the effect of com- 
binations upon the priee of necessities, and 
whether by reason of the tariff these 
combinations could control production, 
raise prices, and lower wages without any 
remedy. The resolution, with its long 
string of killing amendments, was finally 
adopted, thus defeating its original purpose, 
but the debate was not without useful effect, 
as it brought the conviction to the mind of 
Mr. Mason that if there was no way to pro- 
tect the people against these trusts he was 
ready to vote immediately upon the question 
of revising the tariff. This is healthy prog- 
ress. Mr. Mason should not abandon the 
study of the methods of these thieving 
monopolies. The more he looks into them 
the more he will find that these methods are 
made possible by the present war tariff on 


the necessities of life, and the: more he will 


be convinced that the Republican conven- 


tion of 1884 was right when it pledged the 


party to remove the irregularities. Mean- 
while Tun TribuNE as well as his constitu- 
ents congratulates him on his maiden effort. 


ROOSEVELT AND THE TOBACCO TAX. 

Ata recent meeting of the Committee of 
Political Reform of the Union League Club 
of New York Citya resolution was passed 
for presentation to the club the purpose of 
which was to dragoon the members into 
making a declaration that protection is a 
cardinal Republican doctrine. It was 
promptly opposed by some of the leading 
members of the elub, among them Mr. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and finally, to the credit of 
the club be it said, was laid upon the table, 
evidently showing that it does not believe 
the question of tariff reform to be a partisan 
one in any sense, but one that affects the 
vital interests of the entire consuming classes 
of the country. 

In his opposition to the resolution Mr. 
Roosevelt took an impregnable stand when 
he said: “For the Republican party to an- 
nounce that the inequalities and anomalies 
in the present tariff must not be touched, 
and for them to hold up the high tariff 
asafetich, as something to which every 
other issue must be subordinated, would be, 
in my opinion, a mistake.“ He might have 
added, a fatal mistake, as it would split the 
party in twain. Equally sound was he in his 
statement that “it is a rudimentary axiom 
of political economy to raise revenue when 
practicable by a tax on mere luxuries and 
superiiuities, and if there is a single article 
that it is right to tax it is whisky.” If this 
be so, why then did he “heartily concur in 
the recommendation to take the tax off to- 
bacco”? Why did he not carry his reasoning 
to its logical outcome? Why did he not make 
a fair application of “the rudimentary 
axiom of political economy“! Why did he 
stick and boggle at tobacco? 

Mr. Roosevelt says the tax should be taken 
off tobacco and sugar. Does he really believe 
that tobacco, like sugar, is a necessity of life 
and should go untaxed? Does he believe it 
is a necessity in any sense? It seems to us this 
is too absurd a proposition for any man of 
intelligence to entertain. It is certainly too 
absurd to form a basis for serious argument. 
The reply to Mr. Roosevelt must be made 
from other directions. Suppose the tobacco 
tax should be repealed. Of what benefit 


| would it be to producers or consumers? It 


was reduced one-half four years ago and did 
not benefit the planters to the value of a 
dollar, nor did it increase the prices of leaf, 
as was anticipated. The consumption of 
tobacco in the United States amounts to a 
round $500,000,000 per annum. The revenue 
derived from the tax amounts to nearly $30,- 
000,000. At best, then, if the deaiers all made 
a reduction equal to the tax it would not ex- 
ceed 6 per cent, a reduction so small it would 
not be observed by consumers. There would 
be no change in the profits of the middlemen 
except that they would gobble the $30,000,000. 
mh Be peice oe the native product is regu-

There is another side to this question 
which Mr. Roosevelt perhaps has not consid- 
ered. The soldiers are vitally interested in 


this matter. The recently estimated appro- 


priation for pensions is $80,000,000. At the

it will stop no one can tell. Its possibilities 
seem to be infinit. The Democrats in their 
last convention pledged this excise revenue 
asa pension fund. Will it not seem strange 
to the soldiers, who are mostly Republicans, 
if the Republican party helps to repeal a 
tax upon a luxury, even if it should repeal 
the tax upon sugar, the result of which would 
be to restore the tariff on sugar and proba- 
biy the restoration of the tea and coffee tax, 
ending finally in an income tax which the 
soldiers themselves would have to pay to 
make good the inevitable deficiency! Will it 
not seem strange to them to see necessities 
of life heavily taxed while the agreeable, un- 
healthy, and dangerous luxury of tobacco 
the revenue from which is applied to their 
benefit goes free? Mr. Roosevelt was right 
on whisky. Why did he make such a mistake 


on tobacco? 


FAY ON GAS. 

Mr. Fay, until recently responsible for the 
inefficient telephone service in this city, is 
now President of the Gas-Trust Company 
and is very. indignant that there should be 
any complaint concerning the price charged 
or the quality of the illuminating, article fur- 
nished by the monopoly which he now rep- 
resents. In a somewhat characteristic inter- 
view he declares: (1) that the statement that 
the gas companies force air through their 
pipes and charge for it the same as if it were 
gas of good quality is foolish, stupid, and ab- 
surd; (2) that the high gas bills of the peo- 
ple are due to their “reckless use of gas; 


(3) that the people who complain of the 


weak illuminating power do not know what 
they are talking about; (4) that the Alder- 
men who propose that the gas shall be sub- 
mitted to photometrical tests at the place of 
consumption instead of at the piace of produc- 
tion are “ but ignorant men.”’ 

In reference to this last count in Mr, Fay’s 
indictment it might be left to himself ana the 
Aldermen to settle were it not that the pro- 
posed test was intended to demonstrate 
whether the gas corporations were furnish- 
ing an article of the same illuminating power 
that they professed to furnish, and whether 
air is forced in us charged. If the test would 
tell in favor of the gas monopoly it ought not 
to be objected to by Mr. Fay, and he should 
not have denounced the Aldermen who pro- 
pose it in such coarse terms as have been at- 
tributed to him. His argument in support of 
the statement that no air is forced through the 
gas-pipesis absurd. Air, he says, would take 
nearly twice as much time to get through as 
gas.“ But he forgets that the air can be 
forced through with the gas, and that the 
complaint is that the element of the air 
which deteriorates the illuminating power of 
gas is forced through it and charged for as 
if it were pure gas. This element—nitro- 
gen—it is charged, is forced into the gas at 
the place of production and for reasons of 
economy by the monopoly. It is because 
it is so forced, some persons believe, that 
the gas now furnished in the North and 
South Divisions of the city is not as good as 
the article furnished some years ago in those 
localities, nor as good as the gas furnished 
by the West Side company now. 

Mr. Fay’s statement that the people who 
complain about the quality of the gas do 
not know what they are talking about is 
most impudent. Most of the public com- 
plaints have been made through Tre Tris- 
ung. Those who made them are intelligent 
people—lawyers, doctors; and members of 
the learned professions generally, as well as 
merchants and mechanics. They are fully 
as competent to judge of the quality as Mr. 
Fay. Fay’s statement that the higher bilis 
are due to “reckless and extravagant use 
is, to say the least, incorrect. In nearly 
every instance the correspondents who 
have made cemplaint through Tun Turn- 
UNE concerning the matter were careful to 
state that there was no extravagant use, and 
that the consumption had not been greater 
than during the corresponding period of the 
previous year. But while the rate was in- 
creased only 25 per cent, the bills as a whole 
were increased 40 and 50 per cent. Mr. Fay 
has a soul above small matters, and he does 
not explain the disparity. 

But his assertions about extravagant use 
will perhaps have an effect wmch he does not 
anticipate. The consumption for this month, 
he says, will be 10 per cent less than last 
month. It may be still less the following 
month. The exactions of the gas company 
have forced economy on thousands of con- 
sumers. What does it profit the monopoly to 
pursue a policy which is sure to cut off a por- 
tion of its profits? Wotid it not be wiser to 
deal fairly with the pubiic! 


A NEws item is going the rounds to the effect 
that John D. Rockefeller of the Standard Oil 
Company is manipulating a corner in raw 
sugar. Itis said that he believes it to be 
possible to control the entire visible supply 
in all parts of the world, and a good many 
people think that with him to will is to do. 
At first glance this would seem to be a mis- 
take. The production of sugar is capable of 
almost indefinit extension if only a sufficient 
stimulus in the shape of an advance in prices 
be supplied. The beet-root growers of 
Europe turn out at present ail for which 
they can find a market, and could easily 
supply twice as much .if it were wanted, as 
the beet will grow and thrive on soils 
that are too poor to pay for the 
culture of the cereals. There is 
also something grimly suggestive in the 
idea that Rockefelier, above all other men, 
should essay the control of the sugar mar- 
ket. It is now a well-established fact that a 
saccharine substance having a sweetening 
power two hundred times greater than or- 
dinary sugar can be obtained from the pe- 
troleum which has been the especial care of 
the Standard Oil Company for several years 
past. Itis not yet being manufactured on 
an extensive scale, but the process is suffi- 
ciently simple und certain to permit of its 
production in the schools for the experi- 
mental instruction of students in elementary 
chemistry. Hence the manutacture of the 
new saccharine on a wholesale scale is only 
a question of time, and but a short time at 
that. It may be that the Standard Oil 
people are thinking about assuming 
the control of the manufacture of this 
particular kind of sweetening, and rather 
probable than otherwise, as they now hold 
the raw material in the hollow of their 
hands. It they should monopolize this the 
result would undoubtedly be a partial dis- 
couragement to the extraction of sugar from 
vegetable matter, and to that extent it would 
be controlled by Standard Oil, but not be- 
yond it. The idea that Rockefeller's grasp is 
broad enough to take in the immense beet- 
root fields of Germany and France, as well 
as the sugar-cane plantations of the West 
Indies and our own Southern States, to say 
nothing of sorghum, compliments him a little 
too highly. It is an effort from which he 
might well shrink as beyond his power to 
conduct to an assured success.

THE IRON-MILLS TO START. 


Large Orders for Rails Piaced by Railroad 
Companies at Low Prices. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 26.—[{Special.}— 
The Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which 
has been holding back its order for steel 
rails in the hope of obtaining lower prices 
than last year, has finally placed it with 
the companies along its line, the chief 
of which are the Cambria Iron-Works 
and the Pennsylvania Steel Company. 
Tne order is for 350.000 tons and the 
price is $31.50 at the mills, which is con- 
sidered quite low. The Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad has given an order for 
20,000 tons at 8.0% the difference

THE NIGHT’S WORK OF A TRIO, 


Stealing a Horse and Sleigh and Robbing 
a Store—They Escape, 

A handsome horse and sleigh were stand- 
ing in front of J. L. Hathaway’s coal office, 
Market and Randolph streets, last Saturday 
evening, waiting for Mr. Hathaway, when 
two men jumped into the sleigh and drove 
away. Two hours later the rig stopped in 
front of No. 204 Thirty-ninth street, where 
F. G. Chamberlain keeps a notion 
and general store. There were three 
men in the cutter now. They entered the 
store and began a conversation with 
Mr. Chamberlain. The tallest of the three 
suddenly grasped the shopkeeper around the 
neck and choked him while the other two 
men went behind the counter and took $80 
out of the drawer. They were about to go 
through Mr. Chamberlain’s pockets when 
they heard his wife coming, and they flied to 
the sleigh and got away. Mr. Hathaway has 
not yet recovered his sleigh.

Senator Spooner’s Bill to Regulate Com- 
merce Carried On by Telegraph. 

Wasarnoron, D. C., Jan. 26.—A bill intro- 
duced by Senator Spooner today to regulate 
commerce carried on by telegraph defines in 
its first section the term “ telegraph com- 
pany,” as used in the bill, to mean persons 
or corporations engaged in inter-State teleg- 
raphy or in telegraph between a foreign 
country and the United States; Secs. 2 and 3 
deciare that all charges for telegraph serv- 
ices shall be reasonable and just, and that 
it ‘shall be unlawful for any telegraph 
company to give any =wunreasona- 
ble preference or advantage to any 
person, company, corporation, locality, or 
class of business, or to subject any persons, 
places, or business to any unreasonable dis- 
crimination. Every 88 company shall 
afford reasonably equal lities to connect- 
ing lines, and 8 not discriminate in their 
rates and charges between connecting lines. 
Sec. 4 makes it unlawful for any telegraph 
company to enter into any contract, agree- 
ment, or combination with any other tele- 
graph companies to divide with them the ag- 
gregate or net proceeds ot the earnings 
of such companies. Sec. 5 m it un- 
lawful for any telegraph company, directly 
or indirectly, by any special rate, rebate, 
drawback, or other device, to charge or re- 
ceive from any persons or corporations any 
greater or less compensation for any service 
than it charges or receives from any other 
persons or corporations for doing a like and 
contemporaneous service. Sec. 6 requires 
telegraph companies to publish their rates 
and to file with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission a schedule thereof.

IR LYBERG’S THIRD STORY, 


It Nears Completion Despite Police and 
| Building Inspectors. 

Henry Lyberg, a citizen of the North Side, 
is apparently having a good deal of quiet fun 
at the expense of Building-Commissioner Ed- 
brooke. Mr. Lyberg is trying his best, in 
violation of the building ordinance, to finish 
alterations in a two-story frame house which 
he owns at Market and Elm streets, and Com- 
missioner Edbrooke is equally determined 
that the alterations as contemplated shall 
not be carried out. During the last two or 
three days a quiet game of hide-and-seek and 
some pretty sharp dodging on the part of 
Lyberg has been done to prevent his arrest. 
Abdut three weeks ago his archi- 
tects, Ostling Bros., drew the plans 
ana specifications for the alteration. 
The peaked roof was to be changed 
to a square one, and the Commissioner 
granted a permit on the condition that the 
mansard roof contemplated should not ex- 


tend higher than the hihest point of the 
roof. The highest point was ane ry + less 
than eight feet. The peak roof was demol- 
ished and the mansard begun. After the 
work had gone on for some time the Inspec- 
tor discovered a most flagrant violation of 
the law. The alterations had been carried 
to a hight of at least twelve feet, and in- 
stead of a mansard roof a regular story was 
added. The workmen and Lyberg were ar- 
rested and Lyberg himself fined $75 Jan. 21. 
It is since then Lyberg has been suc- 
cessfully dodging the law. The frame build- 
ing connects with a three-story brick block 
in process of construcuon. To accomplish 
the work Lyberg keeps a watch, who informs 
the workmen inside the frame structure of 
the movements of the police, so that when- 
ever any of them come to make arrests the 
workmen skip into the brick block, where 
the law can’t molest them. There they re- 
main until the policemen depart, when they 
ci a to the frame and proceed with the 
wor 

“It is the very worst case I have ever 
handled,” remarked Commissionér Edbrooke 
yesterday. The whole business is done so 
shrewdly that we are powerless to stop the 
work. A policeman can’t be kept there all 
day and all nicht, and the moment one 1s out 
of signt the hammering goes on. Of course, 
every nail driven brings the work that much 
nearer completion. I can’t have the building 
torn down, and it seemsas if Lyberg was 
going to succeed in spite of the law. I won't 

ave the work go onif Ican helpit. We 
have issued summons for the architec 
Ostling Bros., and their case will be tri 
Feb. 1.” 

There would appear to have been a precon- 
certed desire to evade the provisions of the 
ordinance. Two plans were submitted to the 
Commissioner, one of which clearly indicated 
the making of a third story and raising the 
fiat roof above the peak root. That, 
of course, was rejected. The other 
was according to the provisions of the build- 
ing ordinance. This was accepted. The al- 
terations were presumably to be made on the 

lans approved by the Commissioner, but are 

ing made on the plans rejected. Ostiing 
Bros. professed ignorance of the matter 
when it was mentioned to them yesterday. 
I made the square roof on the basis of the 
hight of the pitch—seven feet,’’ said Louis 
Ostling. I don’t know whether the con- 
tractor has changed it. I understand 
they went above it with higher studdings. 
When they did that I told them it was at 
their own risk.“ 

Didn't you superintend the work!“ 

„Ves, but I couldn't help it if they took 
higher pieces; it wasn’t my affair. I be- 
lieve,“ continued Mr. Ostling, that the 
danger of fire is lessened now, anyway. 
This will be a roof coated with gravel and 
assuredly less combustible than shingles.”

The Amended Ordinances Are Filed and 


the Originals Taken Up for Considera- 
tion—Willard Woodard Goes for Mr. 
Yerkes and Tries to Tell What the West 
Side People Want—Tax-Books for 1888— 
Other Municipal Affairs. 

Ald. Campbell presided at the meeting of 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys, West 
Side, Alds. Badenoch, Lore, Wheeler, 
Monear, Landon, Deal, and Ryan being pres- 
ent. The West Side cabie ordinance came 
up for consideration. The Chairman called 
for the reading of the petition from the 
Yerkes syndicate, after which Ald. Yore 
wanted to see the petition from property- 
owners on the West Side for the change of 
motive power.

REVISING THE TAX-BOOKS. 

County-Clerk Wulff is at present engaged 
in revising the tax-books of 1887 and correct- 
ing the ownership of property which has 
changed hands during tne last two years, 
preparatory to making the tax-books for 
1888. Special attention is aiag being paid to 
the recording of plats. It is customary for 
town boards to condemn property for streets 
and alleys without making a record for the 
use of the County Clerk. In consequence 
N is listed every year for taxation 
which has become public highways. The 
same is also true of the railroads as regards 
recording plats, and to remedy the evil the 
County Clerk is sending out the following 
letter to all town authorities and to the tax- 
agents of railroads, and inclosing therewith 
a circular containing Chap. 100 of the Re- 
vised Statutes on plats: 

I would call your especial attention to Sec. 9, 
Chap. 109, and request that all plats coming un- 
der said section must be filea for record. The 
County Clerk will hereafter look to see that this 
law is complied with, or the attention of the 
State's Attorney will be called to the omission. 

You are also requested to furnish a list of all 
plats for opening, widening, extendmg, or vacat- 
ing streets or alleys which have been made in 
the pastand not recorded, so that the same may 
be filed in this office that we maybe able to 
make a correct assessment roll in the future, C3 

Sec. 9 referred to provides that whenever 
any highway, road, street, alley, public 
ground, toll-road, railroad,or canal is laid 
out, located, opened, widened, or extended, 
or the location thereof altered. it shall be 
the duty of the persons interested to cause 
a plat thereof to be made and recorded.” 
The same applies to the vacation of property, 
and the penaity fixed for not complying with 
this section is the forfeiture of $25, and a 
like sum forevery month the negiect shall 
continue after conviction. Mr. Wulff intends 
to insist upon the forfeitures being made if 
the statute is not hereafter complied with. 


LOOKING OUT FOR BAD MEAT. 

The attention of Dr. De Wolf was called 
to the published statement conveying the 
impression that large quantities of diseased 
meats were finding their way into Chicago 
markets. The doctor said that perhaps no 
city in the world was as free from diseased 
meat as Chicago, and that if a particle found 
its way into the retail markets it was only by 
the purest accident. Every animal offered 
for sale in the local markets, every pound of 
meat shipped into the city is carefully in- 
spected before it can be offered for sale at all. 
The facts ure,“ said thé doctor, that we 
are a great deal stricter in this matter than 
the courts give authority for being. We go 
on the principle of not allowing unwholesome 
meats to get into the market at all. Should 
the retail dealer ever get hold of diseased 
meat, innocently or otherwise, it would be 

ractically impossible to prevent its sale, 
sn’t the very fact that we condemned nearly 
600,000 pounds ‘last year a guarantee that the 
department is-vigilant?’’

JAMES W. SYKES ON TRIAL. 


Charged with Issuing Fraudulent Ware- 
house Receipts to a Hank. 

The trial of James W. Sykes on a charge 
of issuing frauduient warehouse receipts was 
commenced in Judge Horton’s court yester- 
day, a jury having been secured and one wit- 
ness partially examined when court ad- 
journed. The case bids fair to become a cel- 
ebrated one, not only on account of the 
prominence of the defendant, but because of 
the magnitude of the frauds alleged. The 
indictment on which Sykes is being tried em- 
braces twenty-three counts, and alleges that 
he obtained $15,500 from the Merchants’ Loan 
& Trust Company on fraudulent receipts for 
— which either was never in his ware 

ouse at the time or was removed after the 
joan had been made. 

The defendant is a well-dressed, sancti- 
monious-looking man, with bright gray eyes 
and brown, smoothly trimmed beard and 
hair. He sat with an air of perfect compos- 
use, and watched the case as attentively as 
did his lawyers. He owned a seed ware- 
house of class C' at Nos. 9 and 100 Michi- 
gan avenue Aug. 7, 1886, the time the loans 
were made, and gave as security warehouse 
receipts for 1,100 bags of timothy-seed. 
Shortly after these loans were made Sykes 
failed, and his concern passed into the hands 
of Receiver N. Sherwood, who, it is 
claimed, was not able to find in the ware- 
house the large quantities of timothy-seed 
upon the «receipts for which, it is claimed, 
the Merchants’ Loan & Trust Company had 
loaned about $90,000. The Hide & Leather 
Bank is also said to have been let in for 
$20,000. 

Sykes was indicted last summer, but the 
case has been postponed on various pretexts, 
and this is the first trial. Sykes is repre- 
sented by Leonard Swett and his partner, 
Mr. Sleeper. The bank has George N. Stone 
and Gen. Stiles, associated with Judge Long- 
enecker, in the prosecution. 

President Gray of the Hide & Leather 
Bank and Orson Smith of the other were in- 
terested spectators yesterday. Gen. Stiles 
made the opening address to the jury, which 
bad been secured without much trouble, oc- 
cupying about two hours of the afternoon in 
stating the case. The defense wuived their 
opening, and tne first and only witness heard 
was Frank C. Osborne, cashier of the bank, 
who testified to the loan ot $15,000 made Aug. 
7, 1886, and presented in evidence the receipts 
and notes which were discounted. Sykes 
borrowed that sum and gave notes for 815,500, 
and they were unable to collect them when 
due and found the security worthless,
